I find that I have to bother you once more. 

A certain matter has arisen with which I hesitate to 
proceed before first advising of the circumstances 
concdrning it. In brief they are; 

TRUE magazine has expressed the desire to have 
one of their staff writers do an article on The American 
Cryptogram Association. Is there any objection on your 
part to the use of my file of correspondence, relative 
to my request for financial aid from the Department of 
Defense, in the preparation of this story ? 

You are familisr with all papers in that file with 
the exception of a letter written by me to my son in 
which I gave him an account of what transpired during my 
conference with you of about a year ago.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter of June 20th as 
well as that of April 30th which I realized had crossed mine of about 
the same date* 

Your answer to my question about the Extension Courses has been 
noted* Uy only reason for asking it was that I wanted your books on 
cryptanalysis for my own use, and was willing to take -^e courses, if 
necessary, in order to get them* 

In regard to my other question your report is indeed most in- 
teresting* When I asked if the A*C*A. could be of any assistance to 
the Agency I was not aware that you were, at that time, conducting a 
driye for recruits from our membership* The result of this drive was 
probably less than you hoped for, but 1 do not consider it as having 
any bearing on my question* The tabulation shown in your letter ad- 
dressed to Mr* William G* Sryan, a copy of which you sent me, does not 
represent any activity on the pa± of the American Cr3nptogram Association. 
As I interpret it, it seems to be the result of a deal cooked up by the 
Agency in conjunction with Mr* Bryan, personally* The governing bo^ 
of the A*C*A* was, most certainly, not consulted in this transaction, 
had no knowledge of it nor ai^ part in the promotion of it| and so, for 
that reason, hesitates to accept any of the credit for its 3*4^ success* 

I have no data, other than the bare figures given in your letter, 
on which to base an analysis of the miserable result of this recruitment 
campaign* However, it strikes me that the result speaks for itself and 
the Inference is that the Security Agency has little or nothing, of an 
attractive nature, to offer to the vast majority of the present member- 
ship of the'A*C*A* As presently comprised, this membership includes 
many men holding responsible positions in the civilian world; and m»iy 
women who could not easily abandon their obligations, relative to home 
and family, for the purpose of taking service with the Agency. If you 
will pardon an unsolicited e3q>ression of opinion, it occurs to me that 
the field wherein the Agency mi^t better expect to find many recruits, 
is that of students and other young people who have not yet achieved 
positions of responsibility or assumed obligations which they cannot 
discard* 

Within recent months, the A.C*A. has been approached by two such 
groups, one from Texas A*£M* and the other from Albany, H*Y* Both re- 
quested special consideration in regard to purchase of textbooks and a 
discount, for group membership, on the dues and subscription price of 
the magazine* With its financial status at its present low ebb, the 
A*C*A* is not now in a position to favor these groups by giving '^em 
this material and special membership at reduced prices* With sufficient 
funds from other sources to defray operating expenses, the American 
Cryptogram Association could encourage and develop interest among these 
young civilians, could recruit and train such groups. On the other hand.

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according to the stil^inent Ta your letter ef Jui^EOth, the ’no doubt 

well founded’ policy of the Agency restricts it Trom doing anything in 

this field. 

As all items of our agenda now seem to have been disposed of, I 
expect that this is the final installment of a very interesting exchange 
of letters which started last November. Butbefore signing off, I feel 
that you will be glad to learn that, in spite of my prophecy that such 
might be the case, the A.C.A. is not going to ’fold* in the immediate 
future. To avert that sad end, it is undergoing a transition from its 
fonner status as a glorified ’pen pale club’ into a self supporting organ' 
ization. You can readily realize that this can be successfully accom- 
plished only by a campaign of widespread publicity through newspaper and 
magazine articles, publication of additional textbooks, and various other 
activities, fashioned to create interest in cryptography. 

In recent months I have learned sometliing of how seriously the 
Security Agency takes Itself and of its aversion toward any and all 
activity which might call public attention to the fact that codes and 
ciphers exist. Also, I feel reasonably sure that in considering my 
request for financial assistance for the A.C.A. , the representitives 
of the Agency must have foreseen that if they rendered no aid, the A.C.A. 
would have no alternative other than to close up shop, or to take ener- 
getic steps on its own Initiative, in order to earn the funds necessary 
for operating expenses. Weighing these facte, I must confess that I 
was, to some extent, amazed, when my recent suggestion relative to a 
small measure of Departmental support carrying with it supervision of 
the activities of these civilian cryptanalytic enthusiasts, was so 
casually vetoed. During past years, with one of their own men in the 
driver’s seat, the Security Agency could easily laugh-off the activities 
of the A.C.A. as child’s play. To-day, as far as I know, the A.C.A. 
has been liberated from the guiding and restraining hand of all outside 
influence. 

The above are merely random thoughts tliat have occured to me since 
my visit to your office. They require no answer on your part. Con- 
sequently, as this may well be the last time that I will have occasion 
to write to you, I wish to close by expressing my appreciation for the 
consideration you have given to my requests and inquiries, as well as 
the time that you have devoted to investigating and answering them.

I have word, via Col. Kreps, of the 
decision handed down on the matter which was the sub- 
ject of our talh several weeks ago. Receipt of Col. 

Kreps* letter has been acknowledged and, officially, 
the file is closed. 

This letter is, more or less, purely personal; 
and my main reason for writing it is to reaffirm my 
request that you do not allow anything that I have writ- 
ten or said to in anyway influence your handling of the 
application by Mr. William G. Bryan for work with the 
Security Agency.

I arrived at the Naval Security Statlon» 3601 HehraaJca Ave*» N*^« 
Waehlssgtoc, S.C** at about 8.55 A.N. At about 9.10 A,^. vas Qet at the 
gate house by Capt. Eary C. Lane eho stated that Friedman had been 
delayed and vaa not yet at the Station. Was eonduoted to £ir. ?riedmaii*B 
office Capt. Lane and waited there until his arrival at about 10,OOAS1* 

Sir. Friedman opened the diacussion by stating that I had asked for flnan« 
oial asaistanoe for the a.C.A. from the Department of Defense* X stated 
that such was the oase» and told him that csy request had been prompted by 
the thougd^t that the financial condition ef the ACA was bad and that the 
organisation was In danger of oollapse. 

I told him that the association had so source of reveme other than the 
dues and that these barely paid the cost of publishing our aagasine* That 
we had reeently been faced with the problem of renting new quarters* That 
we had raised the dues to cover this added expense* That as of Feb* 1 11951 
we had 619 members* That as of Haxeh 20th» 137 of these were delinquent in 
dues* ¥t» Friedman made a note of both of these last mentioned figures* 

He told me that my original suggestions had received serious eohslderatlon 
and had boon turned down beeause* in his opinion» the Security Agency 
could net justify, if oallsd upon to do so, an outricd^t subsidy to a olvll-* 
ian organisation or the expenditure of money for subsoription to the ACA*s 
magazine in large quantities* 

He said that the Seourlty Agency looked with disfavor on anything that 
gave any publicity to cryptography or that would in any way oall attention 
to their activities. ]£ontloned the damage that had been done by Yardley's 
book (The American Blaek Chamber) and also stated that they did not even 
like the recent srtiole in Colliers by Kobler. 

X stated that one thing that had spurred my request for aid was the fact 
that ELCY was exhausted and as revenue from the sale of that book had been 
the greatest seuroe of Incomet other than dues* that the association had 
ever had, we were attempting to promote a replacement of it* He shewed

GBAII and the man who had virtually managed the ACA sinoe 1939 with the 
exception of a few years spent in government servioe during the last war* 
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I told hlxB that these aerviees had alveola heea rendered free to tlie aca 
and that ve had no funds to employ paid persdnnel* Told hia that dues 
cover only the cost of puhlishin® the magazine and showed him the eoa« 
densed fioanolal statements for the last eigiht years* Told him that I 
had not realized that the ACA operated on eueh a shoestring until I was 
elected President and began to make a study of the situation* ;7hen I 
realised hew unstable the finaneial and organizational struvture aetually

1. As arranged by reference (b)^ Mr. Bowers came to Washington on 20 March 
1951 end spent two hours with oe. 



2. The purpose of MT. Bowers* Tisit, as indicated in reference (a), was to 
present background information in connection with a new proposal he wiehed to 
make for preventing the eoUapee of the American Giyptogram Aseoeiation. 

3. It beeane clear early in the conference that MT. Bowers had failed to 
realise that the Department of Defense not only deeirea no publicity in connection 
with cryptographic activltiee and does not desire to have the journal of the ACA 
continued for the sake of such publicity, but also maintains the view that such 
publicity is harmful to U.S. security. I did the best I could, under the circum- 
stances required fay security, to elazify these points and believe that lb*. Bowers 
now has a much better understanding of the position of the Department of Defense 
in the matter and why it cannot assist him as he desires. 

4. At the end of the conference Ur. Bowers, with considerable diffidence 
resulting from my talk with him> left Enclosure (A) for further study, but I feel 
sujre he now realizes the futility of the proposal embodied in the last section 
thereof. The proposal clearly reflects liie nature of the misconceptions under 
which Ibr. Bowers has hitherto been laboring. 

5. I intimated to Ur. Bowers my belief that his last proposal would hardly 
meet with favorable consideration by the Department of Defense and I feel sure he 
is well prepared to receive a letter officially indicating the Depairtment’s 
attitude toward the propoaal. Enclosure (B) is a draft of a letter to MT. Bowers, 
which I suggest be prepared for the signature of Colonel UTeps. 

6. I think we have now disposed of this matter in a manner which, while 
dlseoura^ng to MT. Bowers, will leave no resentment and I am glad we handled it 
in such a way.

The Anerlcan Cryptogram Association was born Sept. 1, 1929* The 
founder was Dr. C. B. Varner of Biloxi, PiSles. This gentleman had little 
or no talent for, or interest in, cxyptograpby. He is a professional 
organizer and it -appears that he organized the A. C. A. simply for practice 
and perhaps to provide a vehicle for a slogan w'^lch he had coined, namely; 
'The Cryptogram is the Aristocrat of Puzzles'. 

The Infant A.C.A. was nursed 6^.ong by the .National Puzzlers League 
and eventuaiiy George C. Lamb, of Burtoi, Ohio, came into the picture as 
editor of a magazine to be sponsored by the association and to be devoted 
entirely to cryptography. 

Z3r. Lamb was eui invalid. *Ie devoted all of his time and energy to 
the development of the A.C.A. de ostablished headquarters in his own home 
and acted as manager of the American Cryptogram .'ssoclatlon and as editor 
and publisher of its magazine. .'le served in these capacities without pay 
and provided office and storage space in his mother's home free of charge. 

1-ie built the A.C.A. from a small group of hobblats into a nationwide 
organization with a membership of more than 500. He encouraged a fellow 
member, Helen T. leined, to write a textbook on cryptography. In March 1939 
Mr. Lamb died. 




After Lamb's death, his duties as JiSanagor, "’ditor, and Pubxishsr 
were assuned by ifilliam G. Bryan of Rochester, M.Y. Lamb's family con- 
tinued to allow their home to be used as Headquarters and Bxyan moved to 
Burton and devoted his entire time to running the A.C.A. Vith the ex> 
ception of Iwo or three years ciarlng the rar, he has continued to act as 
i^anager oi t' e association and as Editor a>nd Pubiltber of its magailne. 
Just as Lamb did, ..r. B7;^)n has always sexvea in these capacities without 
salAzy ana no rent has aver been charged by the .amb fa"'lly for the use of 
trielr home as Headquarters.
